British Railways 


As ona who alro has some knowledge of British 
Railways, may I be permitted to reply to Mr. A. L. 

Stevenson's letter on this subject.

Obviously of course, there were no such appurtenances 
as caddy carts or electric carts. No one had yet hit upon the 
Idea of a peg tee to take the place of the sand mound, 
although I remember someone having a little round rubber 
cup which he found useful to elevate the ball when the sand 
provided was too dry. or even non.-exisient. 

There were no steel shafts and top players spent a life¬ 
time looking around for perfect pieces of hickory for their 
clubs. Clubs were not numbered. The woods were the driver, 
brassle, spoon or haffy, In that order of strength while the 
Irons were cleek, driving Iron, midlron. lofted iron, mashle, 
and niblick. 

Some daring St. Andreans carried a Jigger -not a 19th 
hole measure—among their Iron cluba as well to play the 
long run up shots so popular at the home of golf. The putter 
could be either wood or metal. 

Golf balls were even more numerous and varied than 
they are today. The gutty was Just about dead.' and the new 
rubber-cored balls were made In several sizes. Floaters were 
an oversize version of the modern ball and. as their name 
indicates, they were useful on courses with water hazards 
—they did not sink.

Flowers In the house can be a 
great joy at this season of the year. 1 
hope Santa Claus brought at hast 
one flowering houscplant to your 
home but. If he slipped up on this, 
there is no need to get along without 
the charm of living flowers. A care¬ 
ful search around the garden will be 
almost sure to turn up the odd plant 
which can be potted up and brought 
Indoors to provide some color. 

Among the crocuses, snowdrops 
and snowflakes. It la often possible to 
find a few precocious Individuals 
which are in bud and on the point of 
blooming. Three may be lifted care- 
fully with a hand trowel, set Into 
a shallow pottery bowl and the sur¬ 
face covered with fresh green forest 
moss to provide a grand centrepiece 
for the dinner table. After the plants 
have served their purpose, It ts an 
easy matter to return them to their 
proper place tn the garden.

Primula Wanda la another little 
charmer which lends Itielf lo this 
sort of treatment, and doesn't seem 
to suffer the least harm from its stay 
Indoors during the flowering period.

Keep In a cool, dark place until 
growth commences, then grow on In 
a sunny window at ordlnhry room 
temperature.

Heaviest Vancouver Island rainfall during the 
weekend was in the Jordan River area, weather¬ 
man William Markie said yesterday. 

He said 15 inches of rain had fallen in the 
Jordan River watershed (luring a 72-hour period 
* ending yesterday morning. 

Although rainfall was heavy, it was not a 
record for that area. He said about IS inches of 
rain was recorded there in a single day some years 
ago. 


Tuesday, January 17, and Wednesday, January 18, in Ihe Bay’s 
Dress Fabrics Dept., 2nd: Meet Miss Margo Fortier, fashion styl¬ 
ist and consultant for Butterick Patterns.

Yet although there have been al! these changes In equip¬ 
ment the game remains singularly unchanged. There Is only 
one major differenre. apart from penalties and Interpreta¬ 
tions of the rules, that J can remember from 40 years ago. 


That came from the abolition of the stymie. The Ameri 
cans cut out this putting green hazard many year* before 
the R. and A. finally unbent, and relinquished a feature of 
match play golf that many people thought to be unfair and 
out of line with the general concept of the game. 

Many of our present day players may- never have played 
the stymie rule, and some younger ones may never have 
heard of It. 

Anyway. In a two-ball match an opponent s ball blocking 
the way to the hole could not be lifted unless the two bails 
were within six inches of one another—most score cards 
doubled as stymie measures snd the player further away 
from the hole had to exert his ingenuity by either rounding 
the obstructing hall with a shot that had "side" on it or by 
lofting over It into the hole with ■ niblick or other lofted 
Implement. 

Stymies were not always accidental. The player putting 
first always had H In mind to place Ms shot to a position lhat 
“might" cause an obstruction to his opponent. 

In other words he would attempt to be In the hole, or 
past It. If Ihe other hall was being putted In the opposite 
direction, or If both balls were being putted from Ihe same 
angle he would prefer to be short so that the chance of an 
obstruction to his opponent might he created. 

I don't think I would like to see a return of the stymie, 
hut one of these days I would like to play s friendly singles 
match using the old rule Just for “auld lang syne.”
